My dear Mr. Skeath: 


No, I don't want to cancel the agreement--at least 
not at present. All I want is to get as good action 
as you reasonably can--as I think you intelligently 
will when you realize what a staple and standard thing 
this book is, and what a trade you could build up in 
it--not merely like the average thing for a year or 
two at most--this is a book that will sell for twenty- 
five years. And if you have Imagination, and a knowl- 
edge of Human Nature, you will see in this book a chance 
to make your own something that would be worth featuring 
hard . 


Of course if you "had had the entire retailing of 
the book, the answer would be much different." But the 
agreement made you "Western Distributors,” and that of 
course is what your House really is, I suppose. If it 
isn't, if it is merely a number of retail stores under 


the name of Schirmer, I have misunderstood the case alto- 


gether. If you had "the entire retailing of the book," 
tiet of course would keep you from really Distributing 
to other retailers. Bolton and Jones, for instance, 

in Santa Barbara, couldn't retail any--and therefore 
wouldn't get any; and the only copies sold in Santa 
Barbara would be half a dozen or so to people who wrote 
to you in Los Angeles. This point of view of yours 
indicates to me that you have not yet grasped the real 
situation. But I am sure that you are able to grasp 
it, ond I am sure that you will find it profitable to 
Go so. You forget also that while I am retailing, If

am advertising for you. That is, if I put your imprint 
on the whole edition. There is nothing in the agreement 
to demand this, and if you sell only about a tenth as 
many at wholesale as I do at retail, I don't: know that 

I ought to put this imprint except on such copies as 

you take--for of course omitting it improves my chances 
of selling at retail 


But I want to do everything not only Fair but Pro- 
gressive, and to meet you more than halfway in the whole 
thing.

otherwise, perhaps not more than five hundred, which 
number I can handle myself within a few months . But 
I certainly hope you will speak for a good stock for 
the fall trade--and "shove ‘em along!" And please let 
me know at once, for the printers are waiting.
